It is Two Miles and a Half Long and 


Wil] Cost $5,000.000—Inside of the 
Tunnel Lined With An Imperishable 
Wall of Concrete Four Feet'Thick- 
Work Practically Complete . 


St. Paul, Sept. 27—After nearly 'four 


years of steady work upon one of the 
greatest engineering feats of the age, 
the Great Northern Bailway tunnel 
through the Cascades was practically 
completed today, So perfect was the 
engineering work and so accurate the 
preliminary plans and surveys, that the 
two forces, working from opposite ends 
in the big tunnel, brought the two ends 
together without the variation of an 
inch almost. 


Tho terminals of the tunnel are at 


Cascade Tunnel and Wellington, 
This 


great piece of engineering is two miles 
and a half long, 13,200 feet. The roof is 
at one place of solid granite, 5,350 feet 
thick! The tunnel runs in a straight 
line from the head of one canyon to 
that of another, with a slope of about 
nicety feet to the mile.

3,375 feet above the sea,level, while the 
west portal is about 3,125 feet above

'RICES OF TEA WILL GO UP 


Crop Is Short In Japan and Trade In 


China Ts Crippled. 


San Francisco, Cal,, Sept. 27—The 


shortage in the Japanese tea crop this 
season is estimated by experts here at 
4,400,000 pounds, and 
prices 
have 


already advanced 10 to 25 per cent. Im- 
>orters also expect large orders from 
Bussia, which has been cut off from 
'hinese tea caravans by the war. The 
Tien Tsin caravan route has been one 
by which all tea has gone to Bussia, All 
this is closed. Bussians will have to 
get Chinese teas from us and England,

$0,000,000. The average progress was 
from eighteen to twenty feet a day. The 
tunnel will abolish the "switchback'' 
over the Cascades, which in itself has 
always been looked upon as a magnifi- 
cent engineering achievement. 


Work on the approachea to the tun- 


nel began in January 1897, but it was 
late in the summer of that yenr before 
the workmen got fairly undercover and 
had the compressor plants installed. 
About 800 men all told, are employed in 
and about the tunnel. 'Most 
of the 


work is done by machinery. Tho thirty 
two rock drills driven by compressed 
air used to bore largo and deep holes in 
the rock at the end of the workings. 


The inside of the tunnel is lined with 


an imperishable wall of concrete four 
feet in thickness. The complete tun- 
nel is twenty three feet high by sixteen 
feet wide. Electric locomotives will be 
used to haul trains through the tunnel,' 
so that no annoyance will be caused by 
smoke and gas from the ordinary ceal- 
burning engines 
The immense white 


tube will be lighted by double rows of 
electric, lights, and aa far as human 
foresight can predict the tunnel will en- 
dure for countless ages, a monument to 
the daring ingenuity of the Great North 
ern ergineers,

ATTACK ROOSEVELT 


DESPERATE ASSAULT ON ~GO\f- 


ERNOR'S PARTY AT VICTOR. 


They Fail to Scare Tedd, However- 


Tell. Them He Will Repre.ent the 
Party that Stands For Law and 
Order—Bryan Denounces the Affair 
Ai An Outrage. 


Cripple Creelr.'Col., Sept. 27—Gov- 


ernor Boosevelt'e 
campaigning tour 


through Colorado was enlivened yester- 
day by a hostile demonstration, an attack 
upon the governor and his escort, a 
fu&ilade of rotten eggs, decayed fruits 
and vegetables and' a struggle to get 
back to his train that much resembled a. 
football rush. It was the liveliest time 
the governor has experienced since his 
rush up San Juan hill. 


At Viator, a few miles from Cripple 


Greek, among the mines, a most unique 
and demonstrative 
crowd assembled. 


Governor Boosevelt spoke at Armory 
hall, which was filled. Governor Boose- 
velt confined his remarks principally to 
an attack on the Kansas City platform 
and its framers and Richard Croker and 
the ice trust. His remarka were inter- 
rupted by a voice crying: 


"What about the rotten beef ?" 
The governor replied: "late it, and' 


you will never get near enough to be hit 
with a bullet or within five miles of it," 


Crowd Shouts For Bryan. 


Governor Boosevelt succeeded in fin- 


ishing his remarks, though there was aa 
evident intention among those present 
that he should not do BO. When the 
governor left the hall with his party to 
go toward the train be was surrounded 
by a company of rough ridera com- 
manded by Sherman Bell, one of his own 
soldiers in the Spanish war. He was 
also accompanied by General Cnrtia 
Guild Jr., of Boston, John Proctor 
Clarke of New 1'ork; General Irving 
Hale of Colorado; Percy S. Byd-sr, candi- 
date for lieutenant governor; A. M. 
Stevenson, Lieutenant Tice and several 
others. 


Struck Gov. Roosevelt. 


Governor Boosevelt and hia party 


were on ;foot. A crowd of boys and 
men began throwing stones and'shout-, 
ing for Bryan. The rough riders mounted 
and unmounted, closed in around the 
governor to protect him from assault by • 
the mob, One made a personal attack 
upon Governor Boosevelt and succeeded 
in striking hiqi a bio win the breast with, 
a stick.
